College Board Defines 


Academic Freedom 


Marin Junior College District 
trustees last night approved an 
academic 
freedom 
statement 
that allows for controversy in 
teaching, but not indoctrination. 
The statement prepared by 
the Academic Senate lists four 
freedoms 
and 
accompanying 
obligations 
attached 
to each 
freedom. 


The instructor is entitled to 
freedom in the presentation of 
his subject. “ He is encouraged i 
to pioneer in imaginative and 
provocative teaching techniques 
and to challenge his students to 
critical thinking through the use 
of controversy and the exchange 
of ideas.*’ the statement reads, i 
It also notes that instructors' 
have opinions and some ex* j 
posure of these opinions in the, 
classroom is often unavoidable. 
“ Such opinions should be no 
more harmful to the student 
than any of the other diverse 
opinions to which he will be and i 
should be exposed,” it says. 
The instructor’s freedom to 
utilize controversy and expose 
his views “ shall not be con*1 
strued 
as 
freedom

doctrinate his students in his 


personal beliefs at the expense 
of the higher educational goals 
to which he is committed.” the

outside 
his

Self-Restraint Imposed 
By Magazine Solicitors 


The Better Business Bureau ol San 
Francisco, which serves Marin County, 
nas 
traditionally operated 
on 
the 
theory that suggestion and persuasion 
is better than coercion. 
It is once again using that technique 
in encouraging ethical practices in 
magazine selling. 
Charles K. Thurber of Terra Linda, 
executive vice president of the Better 
Business Bureau, announces that the 
BBB is joining with an assocation of 
magazine agencies in setting up a sys­ 
tem of self-regulation in door-to-door 
sales. 
‘The owners of local agency fran­ 
chises pledged strong action against 
any assocation dealer who uses a mis­ 
leading sales pitch. Thurber reports. 
“They feel it is beneficial to their sub­ 
scribers and to business in general to 
help raise the ethical level of selling 
and services.' 
Among the standards set up by the 
association of magazine agencies are 
guides on telephone solicitations, com­ 
pany identification, cancellation priv­ 
ileges. and a ban on implications of 
"free'' magazines. 
Claims of saving 


money must be clarified and sales to 
minors are discouraged.

Although most magazine salesmen 
in Marin have been ethical, there are 
always a few who resort to high pres­ 
sure tactics that are irritating and mis­ 
leading. 
The system of self-regulation work­ 
ed out between the Better Business 
Bureau and the association of maga­ 
zine agencies is aimed at clamping 
down on this unethical few. 
This effort by the industry, in co 
operation with the Better Business 
Bureau, to impose self-restraint is com­ 
mendable 
The Marin public can cooperate in 
this endeavor bv reporting unethical 
and misleading sales pitches to the 
Better Business Bureau, 
414 Mason 
Street.

But this is only the begin­ 
ning. The ruling that the sta­ 
tions must give free time to 
reply to cigarette advertising 
will have to be extended to 
other commercials if the FCC 
is to have a coherent and 
logical policy.

Responsible

want to warn against health 
hazards of drugs as well as 
smoking. 
Selective Service opponents 
or pacifists may feel 
they 
deserve air time to reply to 
military recruiting and other 
Armed Forces programs. 


I AM NOT saying that the 
FCC will have to guarantee 
radio and TV time to every 
dissenting group which asks 
for it. but I am suggesting 
that it will not be able to 
halt its “ fairness doctrine” at 
cigarette advertising o n l y . 
There are bound to be logical 
extensions and the impact on 
public 
debate 
will 
be 
far- 
reaching and may well be very 
healthy. 
It is wise not to make equal 
time mandatory. I think it is 
a mistake for the FCC to have 
made equal time mandatory 
in election campaigns since, 
in forcing the stations to give 
all candidates, however trivial, 
equal time, it prevents the 
networks from giving the ma­ 
jor candidates any free time 
at

discussion.

Foreign Aid Secrecy 


Exposed By Congress

Johnson Administration is still 
refusing to tell Congress how 
many hundreds of millions of 
dollars have been dished out 
to foreign countries in the 
guise of so-called development 
loans despite an e x p r e s s 
limitation on the number of 
such grants. 
Rep. Vernon Thomson, R- 
Wis„ member of the Foreign 
Affairs 
Committee, 
a f t e r 
persistent inquiring has finally 
obtained a list of the 29 foreign 
beneficiaries — 19 more than 
authorized in last y e a r ’ s 
foreign aid act. 


BUT THE AMOUNTS given 
these 
countries 
have 
been 
withheld 
as 
“ classified 
in­ 
formation.” It runs into hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars, 
as the total for development 
lending in the current foreign 
aid act is some $618 million. 
Section 201(b) of this law 
specifically states: ‘ ‘ F u n d s 
made available . . . shall not 
be used to make loans in more 
than 10 countries . . . except 
that such loans may be made 
in additional countries after at 
least 30 days shall have elaps­ 
ed following the submission by 
the 
President 
to the 
Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Relations 
of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives 
ot report stating that the mak­ 
ing of loans in such additional 
countries is in the national 
interest and giving his reasons 
therefor.” 


THE FIRST time Congress

countries had gotten millions 
in handouts was in January, 
when the President notified the
